Recovery of the bodies of the 
three men. was not expected for 
at least three days as tons of 
wool, smouldering debris and 
huge masses of carbon were all 
that remained of the two plants 

Fire Chief George Gimbliett 
said he believed the three men 
were dead “as no man could sur 
vive such a blaze.” When fire 
men first arrived, shortly before 
noon, fMames shot 25 and 30 feet 
into the air from the top-story 
‘windows of the wool plant 

Wool stocks destroyed in the 
flames were valued at $500,000

succeeded in persuading those European 
states that come within the Russian sphere 
of influence to decline the Anglo-French in- 
vitation to take part in the discussions of 
the “Marshall Plan” which are scheduled to 
begin in Paris tomorrow. This is the stark 
truth with which a war-weary world is con- 
fronted today. To say that the develop- 
ménts of the last few hours. have projected 
a dark and sinister shadow across the in- 
ternational scene is an oversimplification 
of a condition strikingly similar to that ob 
taining when the late and unlamented Adolf 
Hitler used to confer with the now defunct 
Italian “jackal” either in Berlin, Rome, or 
at the Brenner Pass. 

As the Fuehrer of all the Germans in 
those days, the former Austrian corporal 
found it desirable to clothe his totalitarian 
mientor with.some semblance of authority 
in decisions upon which anxious peoples 
everywhere hung with bated breath But 
the man from Berlin always got his 
The former Georgian peasant is under 
such theatrical obligation; he merely con 
sults with his colleagues of the Politburo 
and sees to it that appropriate instructions 
are sent to those in charge of thé states 
within the Soviet orbit—-and the rest ap 
pears to be comparatively simple. If any 
proof were needed to support this lugubri 
ous contention—a conclusion which less 
than a year ago would have been considered 
as rank heresy and almost traitorous—it 
is revealed in all its naked reality in today's 
dispatches from various capitals. To 
sure, early this week it seemed that Czecho 
slovakia, at least the literate and proud 
Czechs, would refuse,to be bullied into des- 
potic subjection for a second time in a 
generation. Finland's reconsideration of her 
reported acceptance of the Anglo-French in 
vitation is easier to understand 

But if Prime Minister and his 
intimates in the Krer are satisfied they 
have served the best i Soviet 
Union by their carefully-designed boycott 
of the new Paris conference, they have a 
strange concept of the obligation which Rus 
sia accepted when her Foreign, Commissar 
signed the United Nations Charter in San 
Francisco a little more than two years ago 
What will be the outcome of Moscow’: 
behaviour toward the “Marshall Plan” can 
be only a matter of conjecture. It is sug 
gested, for instance, that the Politburo is 
anticipating a terrific economic crash in 
the United States, that Molotov and Com 
pany would be able to turn such an eventu- 
ality into a still more comprehensive Euro- 
pean political and territorial policy of ag- 
grandizement, and that such prospective ad- 
vantages would be seriously jeopardized if 
Russia and her malleable satellites were to 
allow themselves to become actively asso- 
ciated with the policy which the United 
States has agreed to underwrite

So far as concerns any Mus 
covite plan ta provide the where- 
withal for economic rehabilitation 
of the eastern bloc, it is obvious 
that the Soviet Union isn’t in 
position to supply anything like 
all the needs.

“King Honors Victoria’ R.A.F. Fliers Order Revision On Post Mortem Ordered in 
In B.C. On Guard Killed In The ‘Battle Of Britain’ School Tax Relief 


The late Pilot Officer George 
Henry Corbett, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. H. C. Corbett, 2661 Estevan 
Avenue, was among those “gal- 
lant few” honored Wednesday by 
the King in Westminster Abbey 
ceremony. 

After several stiff brushes with 
the enemy during the grim 
“Battle of Britain,” P.O. Corbett 
was wounded and forced to bail 
out. He recovered in hospital 
and went back into the fight. It 
was.on—Det,..8,while_ piloting a 
Hurricane fighter over the east 
coast as his squadron sought to 
intercept a trong enemy forma- 
tion that he was fatally hit. 

P.O, Corbett had gone to Eng 
land in 1935 to work at the De 
Haviland aircraft factory, and 
two years before the outbreak 
of World War II joined the 
Royal Air Force Volunteer Re- 
serve. A short while prior to the 
start of the Nazi march, he re 
turned to Victoria to visit his 
parents and sister, Miss Phyllis 
M. Corbett 

When Britain declared war on 
Germany in September, 1939, he 
was called back to active service 
and left Victoria September 16 
of that year for the last time 
He spent a period in training 


before taking to the air against 
the Nazi winged hordes. 

The war was not very old 
when Miss Corbett .enlisted with 
the Women’s Division of the 
R.C.A.F. and served four years 
overseas with this division.

A further revision of the B.C, 
government’s plan of school tax 
relief’ for landowners in rural 
areas of school districts has been 
instituted following the protests 
of organized groups, according 
to a reliable source at the Legis- 
lative Buildings.
